WASHINGTON, May. 5—Two naval 
aviators were killed and two others 
escaped injury when twe navy hydro- 
planes collided in midair this afternoon.

One of the planes dropped “into the Po- 
tomac River. 

The dead, whose bodies had not been 
recovered from the river at a late hour, 
are Lieutenant Harold V. Selden, a Re- 
serve officer, of Washington, D. C., and 
Ensign Frank Miller of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics.

TRAFFIC EXPANSION. 

The advantages which Commissioner 
Harriss claims for his proposed plan of 
recording minor traffic violations on a 
ten-punch card; to be carried by. all 
drivers; are many and may be realized: 
Motorists will no longer be haled to 
court for unavoidable accidents, such 
as a tail light that has gone out. The 
serious business of our Magistrates will 
not be impeded’ by a multitude of these 
petty complaints. Best of all, the 
traffic. policeman will not be so fre- 
quently obliged to leave his: post, to 
the further confusion of traffic and 
risk to the safety of pedestrians. 
‘When a serious offense occurs, the 
state of the driver’s card. will be, the 
best of all witnesses to his general 
conduct. Yet asa solution of our traf- 
fic problem the punch card is gro- 
tesquely inadequate. 

“If something is not done,” says 
Dr. Harriss; “it will soon be impos- 
‘* sible to drive from Fourteenth Street 
to Fifty-ninth Street in the centre 
“of Manhattan faster than a walk.” 
That time will come very soon, if one 
may judge by recent increases in the 
sales.of high-priced cars.’ The remedy 
is suggested by that phrase of the 
Commissioner’s, ‘‘in the centre of 
Manhattan.” A city that possesses a 
dozen great avenues for traffic north 
and south: has permitted. itself to 
develop so blindly that the main 
stream seeks only two of them, Fifth 
Avenue and Park Avenue.’ The traf- 
fic policeman may punch, with the 
utmost care, and punch in the pres- 
ence not only ofthe passenger but 
of a frustrated multitude; but until 
motorists are given reason to use the 
other avenues it will.still be. very little 
better to ride in a cab than it is to 
walk. 

There are two main éentres of auto- 
mobile traffic—the: downtown business 
centre-and the central shopping and 
theatre centre. From both of these 
most motorists make journeys of con- 
siderable. length to and from widely 
scattered homes. -If the side avenues 


But some of them are still paved .with 
cobbles and the others are so ill-paved 
with asphalt as to be almost equally 
impracticable, If drivers, attempt a 
detour, as many are already beginning 
to do, they run into new. centres of 
congestioh, unregulated by the police, 
which prevent ‘them from gathing 
time, : 

Sométhing more is needed than 
punch-card ingenuity, more even than 
grandiose projeets of mid-block,..ar- 
cades and a warren for idle cars be- 
neath. Central. Park. The need ‘is for 
‘a systematic use of the facilitiés al-

BORAH AND BAKHMETEFF. 

Senator. Boran’s charges, and’ in- 
nuendoes against Borts BAKHMPTEFF 
must be considered from two points of 
view—their content and their purpose. 
‘The object is clearly to coerce the 
State Department into withdrawing its 
recognition of BAKHMETSFF as Rus- 
sian Ambassador, which still continues, 
though the Lvoff-Kerensky Govern- 
ment that sent him here has been dead 
for four and a half years. ~For the 
continuance of that diplomatic fiction 
there is no longer much reagon. It 
was useful, indéed necessary, at first, 
when BaKBMETEFF was liquidating 
the war contracts of the Kerensky 
Government; and while it was certain- 
ly anomalous, we had never . before 
had/American manufacturers involved 
in a hundred million dollars’ worth of 
contracts: with. a Government which 
had money enough in this copntry to. 
pay for them, but which was itself 
overthrown without its successor be- 
ing recognized. To continue this rec- 
ognition when the chief reason. for it 
has passed away does no particular 
good, though it. is hard to see where it 
does any particular harm. If the Bol- 
shevist Government is recognized, 
BAKHMETEFr’s diplomatic status. will 
naturally vanish. ‘ * 

From this viewpoint the incident is 
only another battle in Senator Boran’s 
truceless..war with the State Depart- 
ment, One can only observe that, if 
he really wants to have BAKEMETErT 
disowned by _ our Government, ‘Tits 
methods are not well’ calculated: to 
achieve his purpose.

where the strategy of the German 
high command was shattered and a 
war of position was forced. upon the 
énemy, the Allies were inferior in 
numbers,  gréatly- out-gunned and 
short of munitions.. .It was amazing 
that. they could stave off defeat and 
stop the Germans. ‘‘ I salute,” said 


‘Marshal Focu, ‘the valiant compan- 


** ions.in arms of those hard days and 
** the glorious. British flags. of the Bat- 
** tle of Ypres.’’ It was the crest of 
the\.endeavor of Sir JouN FRencn’s 
Expeditionary Force. . If ‘he ‘had 
failed to hold his line, disaster would 
have overwhelmed the Allies: Speak- 
ing of the victory, Marshal Focx gen- 
erously testified: 
If the close union of the Allied ‘Com- 
mand and the bravery of the soldiers 
secured these glorious: results, it was 
because Marshal Frencu displayed the 
most perfect judgment, the .most com- 
plete. confidence and the greatest en- 
etgy, resolved to perish rather than 
give way. + 
> Often’ the British army seemied to 
be in the shadow, of defeat,- when a 
fresh battalion rushed into the hard- 
pressed line turned the tide of battle. 
It was always FRrencn’s fate or for- 
tune as commander up to the time Sir 
Dovatas Hac succeeded him to fight 
against heavy odds, the first Battle:of 
the Marne excepted. From Mons to 
the Marne, with orders from Kitcxr- 
ENER ‘‘ that-your commimind is an en- 
“ tirely independent one, and you will 
**in no case come in any sense under 
“the orders of. any allied General,’’ 
FRENCH conducted a retreat that for 
Ski in the handling of troops and good 
judgment in taking up defensive po- 


‘sitions will always be praised by mili- 


tary historians.. The British ‘com- 
mander was thrown almost entirely 
upon his. own’ resources; happily he 
had made an intensive study of the 
terrain before the war. If there had 
been unity of command from the first, 
somne. of the hazards of the retiring 
British army, which was often. out*of 
touch with the French army, could 
have been avoided.

Red Wing, noted Ojibway chief, no 
longer is with us, some elabdrate scheme 
to relieve ‘starving Indians. in the 
West '’ with other people’s money has 
come to a sudden end, and plain Lionel 
James, native of Caracas, Venezuela, is 
under lock and key at Police Headquar- 
ters.
